They are inquisitive and slightlj 


incredulous, but it does not follow 
that they would like to adopt the 
same system .Just as the royal sys- 
tem would be unsuitable for the 
United States, honest government 
would be unsuitable to Chicago and 
irksome to the citizens. 


A few speak vaguely of reform, 


but only as of something that they 
have heard of and certainly with 
no idea that refoim ever could hap- 
pen here. First of all. there is no 
demand for it except in weary 
newspaper editorials and in a con- 
fused and yearning little butcher's 
paper magazine called The Beacon, 
which is a home-talent or road- 
show version of The Nation, less 
than a year old and not much big- 
ger than a man's hand as yet.

Taxes on real estate and personal 


property paid during the year 1937 
are 
deductible. So-called 
taxes, 


which arc assessed against local 
benefits, such as streets, sidewalks, 
drainage, and other like improve- 
ments, aie not deductible but are 
to be capitalized, as they tend to 
increase the value of the property 
and thus constitute cost of a per- 
manent improvement. The Federal 
income tax may not be deducted. 
The tax on unjust enrichment—a 
Federal tax on income—is not de- 
ductible. 
Income tax. 
however, 


paid to the State by an individual 
on his income is an allowable de- 
duction in his Federal income-tax 
return. 


Customs duties paid by a person 


on articles imported for his own 
use are deductible. Import or tariff 
duties paid to customs offcers: and 
busness, license, privilege, excise, 
and stamp taxes paid to internal- 
revenue collectors arc deductible as 
taxes provided they are not added 
to and made a part of the expens- 
es of ihe business or the cost of the 
aitides of merchandise with re- 
spect to which they aie paid, in 
which case they cannot be deduct- 
ed separately as a tax. 
Federal 


taxes on admissions in excess of 
40 cents are deductible, but the 
taxpayer must show that account 
lias been kept of the amount paid. 
Taxes on club dues are deductible 
by the member paying them. An 
individual may deduct the tax on 
his telephone conversations, radio 
messages,, telegrams, and 
cables, 


and on the rent of his safe-deposit 
box.

The income tax imposed upon 


employees by section 801 of the 
Social Security Act may not be' 
deducted by the employees.

"LIFE IS SHORT AND TIME IS 


FLEETING" 


It is about 140 years since General 


Washington was President and little over 
half that time since Mr. Lincoln occupied 
the White House. 


In the course of human life these pe- 


riods of years seem great but in reality 
they are not. 


How human life bridges the time back 


to Washington may be better realized from 
the statement of Dr. Blakeslee of Los An- 
geles who, at ninety-two, relates that as 
a young soldier he shook hands with 
President Lincoln and was privileged to 
talk with an aged woman of that day who 
had herself shaken hands with Wash- 
ington. 


No, the nation is young, very young, 


too young to make the sort of mistakes it 
is making daily. 
But fortunately it is 


not making mistakes in the way of weak- 
ening its constitution, a method urged 
hotly upon us during the last few years 
and still well supported by certain ele- 
ments in the Administration. 


Since Mr. Lincoln embodies so much 


of wisdom, restraint, humility and hon- 
esty, it is not amiss to hear him upon 
the question of constitutional 
change. 


Said he: 


"No slight occasion should tempt us 


to touch it. Better not take the first 
step which may lead to the habit of 
altering it. Better rather habituate 
ourselves to thinking of it as unal- 
terable. It can scarcely be made bet- 
ter than it is." 
Obviously Mr. Lincoln 
was 
talking 


about the fundamental 
principles that 


underlie the Constitution when he opposed 
change, the principles that have to do 
with human liberty and the safeguards 
that were thrown up to prevent assaults 


1 upon individual rights. 


It was the same Lincoln who in a de- 


bate with visiting politicians of that day, 
and in an effort to show them how mis- 
taken were the things they requested, put 
the question: "If you call a sheep's tail 
a leg, how many legs will the sheep 
have?" And when 
the 
politicians ex- 


claimed in unison "Five!" Honest Abe 
said, "No, because calling a tail a leg 
does not make it a leg." 


The particular significance of that story 


may be seen in some financial policies at 
Washington today, policies built upon the 
notion that calling a tail a leg makes it a 
leg. 


For today when we make debts we 


call them wealth, and thus the more we 
spend, the bigger our deficit, the wealthier 
we become as a nation. 


Judged in years it is a very short time 


back to Lincoln or even Washington. 


Judged by national policies the space 


is as comparable to the infinite number of 
light-years from the earth to that newly 
discovered planet. 


SCHOOL FOR REPORTERS 


Harvard university has announced the 


establishment of a number of scholarships 
for working reporters under the terms of 
the will of the widow of Lucius W. Nic- 
man, late editor of the Milwaukee" Jour- 
nal. 


The idea of journalists 
of at least 


three year's experience going back to 
school does not fit in with the general 
conception of the reporting game, fostered 
partly by glamorized motion pictures and 
partly probably by reporters themselves 
in their own books and magazines. Re- 
porters arc supposed to be disillusioned 
men fed up with idealism, scoffing at ed- 
ucation, altruism and anything else per- 
taining to the realm of the mind. 


But in reality they are far from it. 


They may get into xvhat arc commonly 
known as "ruts" at times, but down UP.-- 
derneath every reporter has a desire to 
advance in his work, to specialize in his 
•writing and in the end to contribute his 
bit to the enlightenment and enjoyment of 
his reading public.

- mit a few such reporters to return to col- j 
lege and study along lines which '.hey feel ! 
are best suited to their work, is something j 
unusual and yet very valuable. 
It is ! 


. drawing praise from everyone associated 
with the newspaper profession. 


it, and those who nurtured it, had little 
idea that its only fiuit would be death, 
violence and hatred. That is because men 
do not plan very far into the future, nnd 
when they act in respect to the rights of 
others they seldom plan beyond the end 
of a human nose. 


The struggle in Ireland was both em- 


bellished and distracted by religious issues 
and national jealousies, but fundamentally 
it is traceable to the same short-sighted- 
ness that has accounted for all the major 
human catastrophics the world has known, 
and whether originating in Asia, Europe 
or elsewhere. 


It seems a curious thing to cut Ire- • 


land, already smaller than Wisconsin, into 
tv/o distinct nations, and yet if peace and 
order may only be secured in that man- 
ner perhaps it were better so. 


When England took over Ireland so 


long age it rewarded faithful soldiers with 
estates and privileges in the Emerald Isle. 
Adventurous English yeomen also moved 
in and helped populate. Instead of becom- 
ing melted into the Irish country-side they 
have, for the most part, persisted in re- 
maining aliens. 
Yet the extent of this 


migration and its effect upon the Irish 
situation today is beyond the power of 
measurement. 
This is because scars do 


not indicate their origin even if they con- 
tinue to deface. 


America should never forget the ex- 


ample of Ireland. It must keep its weath- 
er eye open always to the prevention of 
scars. After our Civil war we nearly cre- 
ated a deep and livid scar by the hatred 
with which we foisted reconstruction mea- 
sures upon the South, but fortunately be- 
fore it was too late saner minds and kind- 
er hearts took the helm of state at Wash- 
ington and reversed our course. 


The same thought should be kept in 


mind today in respect to the rights of la- 
bor and agriculture, and with the thought 
that no policy grounded in justice and in- 
telligence will ever become a bitter heri- 
tage to our children, but that every pol- 
icy born of political hacks and bambooz- 
lers and featured by demagogy and class 
distinction has within it every element 
that goes to make up a scar. 


The significance and necessity of just 


treatment may be seen in other situations 
than the Irish. Ireland reduced its popu- 
lation by way of immigrants to America 
from eight to four million people in half 
a century. And the crushing wrongs in- 
flicted upon the German people by a 
harsh government in 1848 started an in- 
flux to this country that brought us the 
very pride of intellectual Germany. 


Great wrongs helped make America 


great because we became the asylum for 
the oppressed. Let not succeeding gener- 
ations forget why their fathers came here.

UNMET NEEDS—NEW FRONTIER 
An eloquent plea for people tc be real- 


istic about relief problems is made by 
Marc J. Grossman, after enlightening ex- 
perience as head of a big Ohio relief or- 
ganization. He says, of the millions of un- 
employed: 


"What is left of liberty for these des- 


perate and despairing millions? For them 
liberty disappeared with the loss of free- 
dom to earn a decent living. To them the 
Bill of Rights is meaningless, for to remind 
hungry men that they still retain their 
civil rights is mockery." 


He attacks what he calls the "social 


myth of America's high standard of liv- 
ing." Three-fourths of American families, 
he declares, lack adequate food. 
There 


arc millions of white Americans in the 
southeastern part of the country whose 
enforced standard of living is "the lowest 
of all western civilizations." He sees one- 
fourth of the people in the world's richest 
country denied the right to earn a living, 
and "more unemployed here than in the 
whole of Europe.'' 


But this need not continue. 
America 


could find "a new and greater frontier in 
filling the unmet needs of her people." 
He calls on social workers, who know ex- 
isting conditions, to speak out clearly and 
tell the whole public what they know. 
''Then would the word 'chiseler' cease to 
spring so easily and falsely." he says, 
"from the mouths of the well-fed, as their 
protest against the existence of needs 
which they do not understand. 
Then 


would it be impossible for political van- 
dals and fakers to curry cheap favor with 
the populace by malignment of the pro- 
fessional social worker. Then no longer 
could special interests opposing new taxes, 
however desperate the needs, save face for 
legislative puppets by repetition of such 
vicious slanders as that men will not work 
except under the lash of hunger, and 
that, to force men to jobs, relief must be 
made as degrading and humiliating as pos- 
sible." 


What the Republicans need is a few more 


speeches like that made last Saturday by Gov- 
ernor Aiken of Vermont. He told the G.O.P. 
what the trouble was in a speech that was 
frank, if not tactful. 


And right now is the time for the party to 


pay attention to what the gentleman had to "say.

Trend of Current Times

Washington—The easiest way to 


' 
make sense out of the latest act of 
congress and of recent constitu- 
tional decisions of Federal courts is 
to ignore the political fog for the 
moment and take a cash-register 
view. What actually is happening 
is this: 


The federal government is mak- 


ing strides into economic territory 
that has been reserved for a hun- 
dred years or more for private 
citizens and corporations. 


No Gobbling 


This does not mean btate social- 


ism or communism is just around 
the corner. Nor does it imply that 
the federal government is going to 
gobble private business. 


So far, the government has given 


to the public services which the 
Supreme Court says are "affected 
with the public interest," or it has 
gone into business fields that are 
not profitable for private com- 
panies. 


Take the latest law—the bill to 


revise the federal housing act of 
1931. 


What the revised law does is to 


shove the government deeper into 
the mortgage 
insurance business. 


The 
government 
expects to lose j 


seme money. It already has lost six ! 
odd millions of dollars in this field. | 
a little more than 1 per cent of its | 
"investment." 
That's because its' 


terms are liberal. But Uncle Sam is 
willing 
to take a comparatively 


small rap on the chin in hope that 
the bill will encourage building 
and thereby get heavy industries 
KoSng. That would give employment 
to more people and spread profits 
among private citizens. 


Can't Be Bothered 


Now turn to the Supreme Court's 


January 
decision 
upholding the 


contitutional right of the federal 
government to lend, or give, money 
to cities for power plants, public j 
buildings, sewer systems and the 
like. 


The real meaning of that is that 


Uncle Sam can't be bothered about 
the survival or death of a private 
enterprise, so long as he is giving 
the public a legitimate service. 


Couple with that decision, 
the 


lower court ruling that approved 
the Tennessee Valley Authority— 
one of the biggest real estate devel- 
opments launched anywhere. That 
decision okeyed the whole scheme, 
including the right of the govern- 
ment to produce and sell water 
power in the valley. 


The meaning of the lower court 


decision is substantially the same 
as that of the Supreme Court, al- 
though, because it approved the 
•whole Tennessee project, it is much 
broader. 


This does not imply that the gov- 


ernment is going to supply all the 
electric current in the nation any 
time soon, if ever. The government 
only controls 15 per cent of poten- 
tial power sites anyway. 


Governmental Trend 


Nevertheless the enlarging pow- 


ers of the government to go into 
bus:ness other than such funda- 
mental activities as national de- 
fense, the courts, arM law-making, 
is a clear reflection on the trend of 
the times. This is the way the Hoo- 
vor committee on social trends put 
it, back in 1933: 


"It is conceivable that without 


any surrender of our belief in the 
merits of private property, indi- 
vidual enterprise, and self-help, the 
American people will press toward 
a larger measure of public control 
to promote the common welfare. 
One possibility is the further ex- 
tension of the list of public util- 
ities. . ." 


That committee also saw an ad- 


vantage in the democratic form of 
government 
to carry out 
social 


aims, "\vith less lag between social 
[change and governmental 
adap- 


tion." 


The government's action in re- 


gard to mortgage insurance and 
public 
utilities 
demonstrates 
a 


1rer>d toward the course seen by 
that committee. And that is the 
only trend disclosed by Congress 
or the courts since the special ses-

Appleton's first church, the First 


Methodist Episcopal, has a history 
that is almost identical in its early 
years with the beginning of the 
city and the founding of Lawrence 
college. Its first members were pi-

held in the first house built in Ap- 
pleton. 


John F. Johnston's

the first to occupy the house, and 
the first sermon was delivered in 
"Johnston's Shanty." as it was call 
ed, on Oct. 8. 1348. by the Rev 
William H. Sampson, then presid 
ing elder of the Fond du Lac dis- 
trict of the Methodist church. The 
Rev. Mr. Sampson had come here 
to organize Lawrence college, ane 
was head of that institution from 
1849 to 1853. 


The first regular preacher, how- 


ever, was the Rev. A. B. Randall 
who was appointed in August, 1848, 
by the Rock River conference ol 
the Methodist church to take charge 
of the Winnebago mission, which 
included Appleton. It was he who 
organized the first "class" in Fob 
ruary, 1849.

The first church building was

1872. 


The cornerstone for the second 


church, on the corner of Lawrence 
and Morrison streets, was laid in 
March, 1872. but because of an in- 
tervening 
business depression, it 


was not completed until 1870. In 
the meantime services were held 
first in the college chapel and then 
in the basement of the new church. 
After its dedication in November, 
1879, the auditorium of the church 
was used for many college and pub- 
lic functions.

"Kollin did such poor work this term that he was not promoted, and I 


had told him that if that happened he would not get his birthday gifts. 
In our family the children have been trained to remember birthdays, 
and of course they look forward to them. I was so provoked at his bad 
work that I made this threat, and now what should I do? It is right to de- 
prive him of his birthday gifts?" 


In my opinion, No. There are things that we have no right to deprive 


children of under any circumstances, and I believe birthday celebrations 
are among them. A child's birthday ought to be his happiest day of the 
year. He should be the center of the household for that one occasion if on 
no other. He ought to have the joy of -knowing that he is loved and that 
he is welcomed by his family. A little honor now and then is a great spir- 
itual tonic to a child. 


I would not deprive a child of his food. Not even desserts. Eating is a
